Permanent Trust Funds 


The Mahala Gay fund of $1000 was paid into the 
town treasury April 26, 1892, and the interest at 5 per 
cent., is devoted to aid the town poor. 

The Frances L. Fuller cemetery fund of $50 was 
paid into the town treasury March 17, 1894, and the in- 
terest, at 4 per cent., is to be devoted to the care of her 
lot and monument in the cemetery. 


The Marriam G. Addison cemetery fund of $100 — | 


was paid into the town treasury June 29, 1894, and the 
interest, at 4 per cent., is to be used in the care of her 
lot in the cemetery. 

The Emily M. Childs cemetery fund of $50 was 
paid into the town treasury April 13, 1895, and the in- 
terest, at 4 per cent., is to be used in the care of George 
A Nason lot in the cemetery. 

The Sophronia Paige cemetery fund of $60 was paid 
into the town treasury July 1, 1898, and the interest, at 
4 per cent., is to be used toward keeping in proper care 
the Daniel N. Adams lot in the cemetery. 

The Belinda Quimby cemetery fund of $100 was 
paid into the town treasury January 30, 1900, and the 
interest, at 4 per cent., is to be used in keeping the lots 
of her father and husband in proper condition, and to- 
wards the general care of the cemetery. 

The Joseph Davis, Jr., cemetery fund of $100 was 
paid into the town treasury June 30, 1900, and the inter- 
est at 4 per cent, annually is to be used in keeping the 
burial lots of Joseph Davis and Joseph Davis, Jr., in 
proper condition and the balance toward the general 
care of the cemetery. 

The Thirzah Kinsley Beal cemetery fund of $100 
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was paid to town Feb. 15, 1901. Interest upon the same 
at 4 pet cent. annually to be used in keeping the Kins- 
ley lot in proper condition and the balance to be used 
towards keeping care of the cemetery. 

The Chastina B. Fowler cemetery fund of $40 was 
paid town Feb. 14, 1903. Interest upon the same at 4 
per cent annually to be used for caring for her burial 
lot. 

The Lydia J. (Hill) Heath fund of $500 was paid 
to town by Charles McDaniel and David P. Goodhue, 
trustees, Feb. 1, 1908. At the annual town meeting in 
March, 1907, said fund was accepted on condition to pay 
said trustees or their successors an annual interest of 4 _ 
per cent. for the benefit of the Springfield Union meet- 
ing-house society or church, agreeably to the conditions 
in her will. 

February 13, 1909, David P. Goodhue paid to Town 
of Springfield $100 to be a permanent cemetery trust 
fund. 

_ By former vote of town four per cent. on this fund is 
to be used annually for proper care of his lot in Spring- 
field cemetery, and toward the general use thereof. 

February 15, 1909, Charles McDaniel paid Town of 
Springfield selectmen $100, to be a permanent cemetery 
fund. 

By vote of town four per cent. on this fund to be 
used for keeping the McDaniel lot in proper condition 
and for the general care of the cemetery. 

~ March, 1909, Charles L. Russell, executor of the 
estate of Frank B. Morgan, paid selectmen of Spring- 
field $50, to be a permanent cemetery fund to be at four 
per cent. annually, and the interest to be used for care 
of the Morgan lot. 

October, 1910, Arthur H. Soden and Mary Clement 
Metcalf paid into the town $100 to be a permanent fund 
at four per cent. annually, for the care of the Quimby 
and Clement lots. 
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February 14. 1912, Madison A. Burnham paid into 
the town $50 to be a permanent fund at four per cent. 
annually, to be expended in keeping his and John Jef- 
fers burial lot in proper condition, and towards the gen- 
eral care of the cemetery and walls around the same. 

February 14, 1912, Amanda McDaniel’s estate and 
Warren S. Quimby paid into the town $100 for a per- 
manent cemetery fund, the interest thereon to be ex- 
pended annually by the town in keeping the Samuel 
Quimby lot in correct shape, and towards the care of 
cemetery and surroundings. 

The Mary J. Wiggins cemetery fund of $300 was paid 
into the town treasury July 24, 1913, and the interest 
at 4 per cent is to be used in the care of the Martin 
M. Wiggins and Kirk M. Tenney cemetery lots, and 
towards the general care of the cemetery.

REPORT, 


OF THE 


Springfield School Board 


In presenting our annual report we would call your 
attention to the improved condition of the school build- 
ings in use. The school-house in Sanborn Division has 
been shingled, the Morgan and Center school-houses 
have both been painted on the outside, and the Center 
sohool-house has been papered, painted, etc., on the 
inside, making the room more attractive to the pupils. 
Minor repairs have been made on other houses. We 
would suggest that money be raised the coming year to 
renovate, at least one school room, for we believe that 
pupils do better work in a clean attractive room. 

There being no suitable place for school in Kemp- 
ton Division, we were able to hire a room of Mr. Frank 
Sherrick, in the Kibbee house for $5.00 per term, and 
by fitting it up with desks taken from the Smith school- 
house, have a comfortable place for school at present. 
The school-houses in Fowler, Kempton and Smith Di- 
visions have been sold according to the vote of the dis- 
trict 

We have been able, in most of the schools, to em- 
ploy experienced teachers, and we believe good results 
have been obtained. The attendance has been very 
good, and if it had not been for the severely cold day 
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of January 13, a much larger roll of honor would be re- 
corded. 

All the schools, with the exception of Kempton, have 
had the full number of weeks required by law in order to 
obtain State aid. Owing to scarlet fever in the Kempton 
Division the school had to be closed, so that division 
will be entitled to two weeks extra in the spring. 

This last year the puplls of the Center school start- 
eda school library, and to encourage and help the girls 
and boys in their earnest effort, Mrs. Boyce has contrib- 
uted two-thirds of her salary towards the purchase of 
such additions as may be a help and pleasure in their 
school work. The books are to be purchased in the 
spring. 

In compliance with the law we would recommend 
that $250 be raised for high school tuition, $100 for 
scholars supplies, text-books, etc., $100 for repairs and 
$60 for officers salaries. 

In closing we would remind you of two very impor- 
tant duties which you owe your children. Visit the 
schools, showing to the teachers and scholars that you 
are interested in them and their work, and come out to 
the school meeting.
